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The Cooperative Extension Service 
ls In Danger Of Becoming Extinct 


Cooperative Extension 
Service programs may be in 
serious danger due to budget 
cutbacks proposed by the 
Reagan administration. The ad- 
ministration’s proposal to cut 62 
percent of federal funding to the 
Maryland Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service will devastate 
local education and assistance 
programs that have been in ef- 
fect for more than 70 years, ac- 
cording to state extension of- 
ficials. 

The $2.6 million loss will 
jeopardize primarily those ex- 
tension programs that were de- 
signed to help families living 
below the poverty income level, 
inner city youth, the elderly, 
small farmers, and federal 
regulatory bodies 

The Maryland Cooperative 
Extension Service is the 
University of Maryland's off- 
campus component, currently 
providing free aduit and youth 
education to nearly two million 
state residents in its programs. 
Since 1914, the Extension Ser- 
vice, through county agents, 
has provided farm families and 
others with a wide range of help 
on everything from farming 
and homemaking to rural com- 
munity-development projects 
and organizing 4H clubs for 
farm children.

Taylor also reported to the 
session that while the co 


operative’s total dollar volume 
and its net savings before taxes 
and equity income were below 


prior year levels, some fi- 
nancial indicators actually im- 
proved 


Dollar volume was down al- 
most nine percent—$277.7 mil- 
lion compared with $304.6 mil- 
lion for the first six months of 
the 1985-46 fiscal year 
from operations, before taxes 
and equity income, stood at $5.2 
million, against $1.7 million a 
year earlier. This reduction was 
due primarily to reduced 
volume and increased ex- 
penses. Most of the direct losses 
caused by flooding in Virginia 
and West Virginia were covered 
by insurance 

But tax provisions and im- 
proved equity income from 
Texas City Refining, Inc., 
brought the net loss to $1.6 mil- 
lion, and improvement from the 
$3.9 million loss at the same 
point a year ago. 

It was reported that Southern 
States’ net worth grew some 
$5.5 million from December 31, 
1984, boosting the ratio of net 
worth to total capital from 47 
percent to 49 percent. The ratio 
of current assets to current 
liabilities improved from 1.781 
at the end of 1984 to 1.94-1 this 
past December 31 

Volume figures for seed and 
fertilizer sales and grain 
marketing all suffered from ad- 
verse fall harvest weather and 
the uncertainty about govern- 
ment programs under the new 
Farm Bill. 

Fertilizer volume stood at 
149,000 tons, down from 196,000 
a year ago. The 25-percent drop 
for Southern States still was 
significantly better than the 35 
to 40-percent decline in total 
fertilizer volume nationally 
during the same period 

Seed volume reached $8 mil- 
lion, down from $8.7 million for 
the same period last year

Pheasants Locally 


In an effort to establish a 
population of ring-necked phea- 
sants in Garrett County, the 


Maryland Forest, Park and 
Wildlife Service has, for the 
second yeal ul a row, has 


stocked wild ring-necked phea- 
sants in the county 

Ten pheasants, four males 
(cock birds) and six females 
(hens), were released in suit- 
able habitat on Wednesday 
afternoon. The ring-necked 
pheasants were trapped this 
past winter in Washington 
County in areas closed to hunt 
ing, by Forest, Park and Wild 
life Service personnel from the 
Indian Springs District Wildlife 
Office. It is hoped that these 
wild birds will reproduce, and 
become part of a viable ring- 
neck pheasant population in the 


county, according to Al 
Bourgeois, district wildlife 
manager 

Bourgeois said pen-raised 


pheasants had been stocked in 
Garrett County for many years 
with little or no success; how- 
ever, wild trapped pheasants 
never tried. “In 

most state wildlife 
agencies have had good success 


in re-introducting wild trapped 
wame birds into suitable, ur 


occupied habitat,"’ he 
‘‘Maryland’s successful turkey 
trap and transplant program is 
a good example. Therefore, re- 
leases of wild ring-necked phea- 
sants provides the best oppor- 
tunity to establish a self-sus- 
taining pheasant population in 
Garrett County.” 

Last spring the Forest, Park 
and Wildlife Service initiated 
the pilot project involving 
stocking of wild ring-necked 
pheasants. Twelve birds were 
released in a different area of 
the county. Follow-up moni- 
toring of the release effort indi- 
cates that it was successful. A 
few broods were hatched and 
several ring-necked pheasants 
have survived the winter and 
should nest again this spring, 
Bourgeois said 

“It will be four or five years, 
however, before we will know 
whether the ring-necks will 
establish themselves in the 
county,”* he said 

To protect the populations 
and to allow them to expand 
during this time, the Forest, 
Park and Wildlife Service plans 
to maintain a closed season on 
pheasant hunting in Garrett 
County, which was instituted 
last fall

Maryland State Comptroller 

Louis L. Goldstein says one of 
the most frequent questions 
being asked of the 15 state in- 
come tax offices concerns the 
procedure for itemizing de- 
ductions on state returns. The

The specific concern of tax- 
payers is focused on the bottom 
of Form 502A, the form all state 
taxpayers who itemize de- 
ductions are using for the first 
time this year. Approximately 
45% of Maryland's income tax- 
payers itemize deductions 

“In filling out Form 502A, tax- 
payers reach line 24 and then 
ask auestions about what to do 
next. If you're itemizing on 
both your federal and Maryland 
returns, you should enter the 
total amount of your itemized 
deductions on line 24. Then 
carry that amount over to line 
26, and continue filling out the 
remaining lines on the form 
that apply to you 

“Ignore line 25 unless you're 
itemizing deductions on the 
Maryland return only, a pro 
cedure which applies only toa 
small number of people,’’ the 
comptroller added 

Goldstein stated that all tax- 

payers on the 
Maryland return, “ whether or 
not they itemize on the federal 
return, must fill out Form 502A 
and send it in with their state re- 
turn 

“This 
similar to what 
itemizing on the 
return,” Goldstein said 

The comptroller noted that 
Form 502A also features two 
columns for taxpayers filing 
combined separate returns, 
allowing those taxpayers to list 
their deductions separately on 
Form 502A, while listing 
separate incomes on the long 
Form 502 

“If you're filing 
separate returns, be sure to pro- 
rate your deductions according 
to each spouse’s income, using 
columns A and B on the form” 
he said. 

Goldstein reminded married 
taxpayers not to overlook Mary- 
land's unique combined 
separate filing method on the 
state return because it will save 
them money, if both spouses 
work. “By filing a combined 
separate return using columns 
A and B on the Maryland long 
Form 502, married couples who 
both work can receive the full 
advantage of the graduated tax 
on each income, while reporting 
both incomes on just one form,”’ 
Goldstein said 

All 15 Maryland income tax 
offices have a helpful brochure 
that fully explains the combined 
separate filing status and the 
treatment of the federal two 
earner deduction on the state 
return. 

Goldstein said that taxpayers 
who want free help with their 
state return can call or visit any

Retirement Case 


To Supreme Court 


The Maryland State Teachers 
Association and its co-plaintiffs 
have asked the Supreme Court 
of the United States to review 
the constitutionality of the 1984 
pension law that reduced retire- 
ment benefits for 80,000 
teachers and public employees 
in Maryland. 

The petition, filed earler this 
week, asks the court to review 
the decision of the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the Fourth Circuit, 
which on December 5, 1985, 
affirmed a lower court decision 
which upheld the constitution- 
ality of the law. 

The petition says that the 19384 
law violated two provisions of 
the Constituion: the ‘Contract 
Clause,” which prohibits states 
from impairing the obligations 
of a contract, and the 
Fourteenth Amendment, which 
in part prohibits states from de- 
priving anyone of property 
without due process 

Co-plaintiffs in the latest 
appeal are the Maryland

Water & Sewer Plant 

A public hearing was held in 
February pertaining to the ex- 
pense of the water and sewer 
plant to give residents an oppor- 
tunity to ask questions and offer 
suggestions.

Incentives 
are paid to finish No. 2 and No. 3 
grade lambs 

“That's an animal with aver- 
age Choice leg and 0.2 inch of 
backfat,”’ Miller. ‘We'd 
like carcasses at 55 pounds hot 
weight. Ideal lambs will weigh 
110 to 113 pounds live." 

Premiums will be paid on a 
yield-grade basis. A 10-cent pre- 
mium will be paid for yield- 
grades No. 1 and No. 2. Number 
three’s are alright, according to 
Miller, but the carcass has to be 
trummed of backfat. No. 4 and 
No. 5s will be discounted. 

Rocco also will buy lambs on 
the open market. But only in 
groups of 50 or more 

To meet its quality demands, 
Rocco refuses to slaughter any 
ram lambs. Lambs with tails 
are discounted four percent. 

“We'd like a five-eights-inch 
lamb pelt,"’ notes Miller. ‘‘Skin 
clipped lambs are bad news. So 
are black fibers in the pelt. Un- 
less we can get a truckload of 
black lamb pelts, black is 
worthless to us." 

Eastern sheep have the gen- 
etics. But the eastern farmer 
hasn't learned to produce lambs 
for the market.

Low-income Maryland resi- 
dents have until Monday, 
March 31, to apply for benefits 
through the Maryland Energy 
Assistance Program (MEAP). 
All eligible applications re- 
ceived by the local agencies 
who administer MEAP prior to 
the close of business on March 
31 will be funded, however, no 
new applications will be accept- 
ed for this winter after that 
date. 

‘MEAP has run very smooth- 
ly this year and we anticipate 
providing 96,000 low-income 
Maryland households an 
average benefit of $295,”’ said 
Ruth Massinga, secretary of the 
Department of Human Re- 
sources. 

Several factors, including two 
major programs enhancements 
initiated this year, have con 
tributed to MEAP’s ability to 
serve more low-income house- 
holds, she said. For the first 
time, roomers and boarders, 
were able to apply for energy 
assistance.

“No one regards what is 
before his feet; we all gaze at 
the stars,’ states the quote 


from Cicero by DeVinatione. In- 
deed, the world has set its sight:

Walking briskly out my favorite Garrett County hack road, 
the huge snowflakes sifted through the trees. Nearing the top of 
the hill, a grouse exploded into the crisp air as I paused to take my 
125 per minute. Good, I thought, continuing the walk as 

weat trickled down my back. The hike would take me seven 
miles in two hours, with a total climb of some six hundred feet 
When finished, I would not even be breathing hard. Reflecting on 
this, my thoughts wander back seven years. 

Sitting in the doctor's office in Bethesda, and weighing sixty 
pounds more than I do now, my lungs heaved from walking up a 
short flight of stairs. My blood pressure was at dangerous levels, 
a product of the urban lifestyle I found myself in: too much of the 
wrong kind of food and drink; too little exercise

of the bad things quickly enough. Walking out of that office with a 
ched jaw, I got ~liately.

Now that is not easy, 
especially if you are a member of a family whose other members 
do not share your urgent needs for dietary modification. But I did 
have good control of the two meals I took separately: breakfast 
and lunch. Of those two, breakfast had probably been the most 
devastating. “‘What was good enough for my grandfather was 
good enough for me.”’ That included three large eggs fried in 
bacon grease, four large strips of bacon, three pieces of toast wit! 
real butter, and washed down with four cups of coffee with sugar 
and real cream. Now that was possibly a good breakfast for my 
grandfather because he spent ten hours a day, six days a week at 
hard physical work outside. As for myself, my most rigorous

many others, whose most strenuous activity is watching TV, have 
not modified their diets accordingly, nor do they get sufficient ex- 
ercise as their grandfathers did. The grandparents did not have 
TV. They not only worked hard physically, they created their own 
amusements: there were barn-raisings, corn-shuckings, sleigh- 
rides (walking back to the top of the hill), and lots of other 
rigorous physical activity as a way of life. Today, electric appli- 
ances and the availability of convenience foods at the market and 
fast-food outlets have largely removed the hard work from food 
preparation for those who would rather not cook ‘from scratch." 
That poses a double problem: the food we too often get contains 
the wrong substances, and the preparer gets too little exercise 
rhe result is obesity and heart disease, the latter often a result of 
the former and the greatest cause of premature death in Garrett 
County 

So what to do about it? I had to pretty much go it alone, doing 
a lot of research just to find out what I should eat, where to buy 
the ingredients, how to prepare the food, and how much was 
enough to maintain a healthful regimen. Further, I had little help 
in ascertaining how much weight I should lose, and just what ex- 
would give me the proper results 

The people of Garrett County, on the other hand, are blessed 
Not only do we have a perfectly fabulous environment in which to 
live and work—one amendable to a truly healthful lifestyle—we 
have readily-available professional advice to steer us in the right 
direction. Perhaps the best example of this is the recently-in- 
stituted ‘‘Wellness Together’ program sponsored jointly by the 
Garrett County Health Department and the Garrett County 
Memoria! Hospital. Let me tell you what they did for me

Housing Starts 
Show Increase 


Of Nearly 11% 

Comparisons of the number of 
permits authorizing construc- 
tion of new privately-owned 
housing units in 1985 show an in- 
crease of 10.85 percent over 
1984, according to the Depart- 
ment of State Planning (DSP) 

Preliminary figures indicate 
that local authoriies granted 
permits for construction of 
41,864 residential units last 
year. This is the highest 
number of units authorized for 
any year so far in the 1980s 

Although the annual rate of 
household growth has slowed 
from 2.2 percent in the 1970s to 
1.6 percent in the 1980s, new 
households are still being 
formed at nearly twice the rate 
of population growth. *‘Continu- 
ing demand, the shortage of 
housing construction during the 
1980s, and declining 
interest rates have created the 
climate for a surge of construc- 
tion during the past three 
years,’ said DSP Secretary 
Constance Lieder 

Much of the demand is com- 
ing from households in the 35-44 
and 65-plus age groups, a trend 
which Michel Leitre, director of 
DSP's Office of Planning Data 
expects to continue through

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Sulpher Content 
Is Important 
To Corn Crop 


Managing soil fertility is a lot 
like balancing a checkbook, 
says Bob Morris, Agronomist at 
The Sulphur Institute. “If your 
debits exceed your credits, 
you'll soon be overdrawn,” 
Morris said 

Every spring corn growers 
make large deposits of ferti- 
lizer—especially nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potassium. But 
in recent years, Morris says, 
some have neglected to keep an 
active balance of sulphur in 
their soil’s nutrient account. 

The result: Unwarranted re- 
ductions in many farmers’ yield 
and income potential 

Morris says last year’s 
bumper corn crop has in- 
creased the potential for sul 
phur deficiency in 1986, es- 
pecially in fields with coarse- 
textured soils. ‘The more you 
harvest, the more nutrients you 
remove from the soil,”’ he ex- 
plains. “If you haven't used sul 
phur in your fertilizer program 
in,recent years, you may need 
to use some now.”’ 

Soil tests and plant analyses 
(tissue tests) can be used to de- 
termine sulphur requirements. 
Morris also suggests consulting 
a local extension specialist or 
fertilizer dealer on rates of fer- 
tilizer to be applied. A fertilizer 
that contains a soluble form of 
sulphur is recommended for 
topdress treatments to ensure 
fast crop uptake 

The importance of sulphur in 
high-yield crop production is 
not something new. But over the 
past 25 years, soil sulphur de- 
ficiencies have been detected in 
fields where they have not been 
seen previously. A survey by 
the Institute indicates that crop 
responses to sulphur have been 
recorded in at least 35 states, in- 
cluding all major corn-growing 
areas 

Besides more intensive land 
use and higher crop yields, 
which naturally withdraw more 
nutrients from the soil, the 
absence of incidental sulphur 
in today’s high analysis N-P-K 
fertilizers has contributed to the 
problem. “When corn 
routinely used fertilizers such

matically applied significant 
amounts of sulphur to their soil, 
perhaps without realizing it,” 
Morris says Now farmers 
have to make deliberate appli- 
cations of this nutrient in many 
fertilizer programs.” 

Pollution-control regulations 
enacted over the past decade 
have also reduced the amount 
of “‘free’’ sulphur that crops re- 
ceive from the atmosphere. ‘In 
some areas, there are still sig- 
nificant levels of sulphur in the 
atmosphere, but apparently not 
enough to support today’s hig’ 
yielding crop varieties,”’ the 
agronomist adds. 

As a result, Morris says, sul- 
phur withdrawals may have ex- 
ceeded sulphur deposits in 
many areas of the country. ‘‘It’s 
a lot like bouncing a check,” he 
notes. ‘But instead of getting a 
note from the bank, a sulphur 
deficiency gives you more 
subtle indications, like gradual 
reductions in yield and 
income.”

Emergency Funds 
Cleared For CCC 


The United States House of 
Representatives cleared a 
measure last week granting $5 
billion in emergency funding to 
the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration (CCC) by a 352-71 vote. 
The bill now goes to the presi- 
dent for his signature 

The bill once contained 
additional funds for the fi- 
nancially strapped Farmers 
Home Administration (FmHA), 
but that provision was stripped 
from this version. The legis- 
lation does call for additional 
funding of the FmHA if that 
agency runs out of money. 

Supporters of the bill, which 
included Maryland Congress- 
woman Beverly Byron, praised 
the compromise, and said the 
money was desperately needed 
by some farmers for spring 
planting. 

Many opponents, however, 
said the country was in the 
midst of a fiscal) crisis, and that 
Congress had to make deficit 
reduction its first priority 


Aflatoxin Not A 
Serious Concern 


Aflatoxin, a potent 
carcinogen that occasionally 
finds its way into cereal and oil 
crops, decomposes rapidly in 
soil types that are commonly 
used for those crops, according 
to a researcher for the Uni- 
versity of Maryland’s Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. 

That is good news for environ- 
mentalists and delicate bodies 
of ground water such as rivers 
and streams 

“If aflatoxin were found to 
persist in soils, it could poten- 
tially cause a number of ad- 
verse environmental prob- 
lems,’’ says Dr. Jay S&S. 
Angle, of UM's Department of 
Agronomy 

A recent study by Angle, how- 
ever, shows that aflatoxin does 
not appear to persist in soils 
common to Maryland such as 
silt loam, sandy loam and silty 
clay loam. His study corrobo- 
rates the findings in midwest- 
ern soils, Angle says 

Aflatoxin decomposes 
through the work of microbial 
agents that feed on it in the soil, 
according Angle. While it de 
composes rapidly in all the soil 
types Angle tested, it seems to 
deteriorate fastest in silt loam 
and sandy loam soils 

Aflatoxin is produced by two 
species of fungi and can infect 
crops both before and after 
harvest. When concentrations 
of the carginogen reach a limit 
of 10 parts per million (ppm), 
the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration prohibits ship 
ment of contaminated crops 
across state lines. Ordinarily, 
contaminated crops are dis- 
posed of by burying in the soil, 
thus raising the questions about 
environmental concerns, 
according Angle 

Those concerns, his research 
suggests, are not as serious as 
once feared

We wish to acknowledge an example of incredi- 
ble strength, determination, and courage which was 
displayed this week by a man who passed through 
Garrett County 

Bob Wieland, who lost both of his legs during the 
Vietnam War, is nearing the end of a cross-country 
*‘walk’’ on his hands. He left California in September 
of 1982 and is expected to reach the steps of the White 
House in three or four weeks (see photos and story 

What we admire even more than Mr. Wieland’s 
determination and strength required to accomplish 
such an awesome feat, is his purpose for this walk 

When we received word of this Vietnam 
veteran’s project, and that he would be coming 
through Garrett County this week, we first assumed 
that his walk was a form of personal, bitter protest 
against the Vietnam War, or a protest against the 
way Vietnam veterans were received back into the 
States following the war and apparent injustices 
against them since. We also thought perhaps he was 
just a handicapped athlete who was seeking per- 
sonal recognition and glory 

In fact, however, there is no bitterness in Mr 
Wieland, and his effort is not one of egocentrism nor 
is it for personal glory. The purpose of his walk is a 
humble attempt to raise money to help feed the 
starving people of the world 

When he was in Vietnam, this man saw what 
real poverty and poor nutrition does to people. When 
his body was still whole, he vowed to do something 
some day to help these dying children. After suc! 
traumatic mishap, in which his body was practica 
severed in half, one would expect him to forget all 
about the starving children and begin a self-pity 
campaign that might last the rest of his life. But not 
Mr. Wieland. His life was spared and he knew right 
away God had some mission for him

maple syrup seasor in memory 
for those who live in the moun- 
tains of western Maryland, 
southwestern Pennsylvania, 
and West Virginia. 

Don and Janie Eskridge are 
the owners of Sweetwater Tree 
Farm near Aurora, W.Va., one 
of the largest maple evapor- 
ating plants in the area. Don 
that the season, which 
normally begins in mid to late 
February and runs through 
mid April, ended two to three 
weeks early this year due to ex- 
tremely warm weather. 


says 


Maple syrup is produced in 
the early spring by evaporating 
the sap or weetwater”’ 


gathered from sugar maple 
trees. The leaves on maple 
trees chemically change water 
and carbon dioxide into sugar, 
using the energy of sunlight. 
Much of that sugar is used for 
tree growth and some is stored 
for the tree to use the following 
spring to change the buds into 
new leaves. in the early spring, 
water taken in by the tree’s 
roots mixes with the sugar and 
travels up the tree through the 





sap vessels to the dormant 
buds 

Since the American Indians, 
man has tapped the maple 
trees and collected that 
“sweetwater’ which is then 
boiled down yndensed to 
maple syrup many years, 
the only sugar available on the 
American fr er was made 


from maple syrup 

It takes an average of 45 to 530 
gallons of the sap, which looks 
like and tastes like water except 
for a slight to pro- 
duce one gallon of syrup. Don 
said that this year it took up to 
sap to make one 
He thinks that

some below freezing nights can 
get the sap flowing again, but 
it's been so warm for so long, 
that Don says, “I think my sea- 
son's over.” 

In most seasons, the average 
sugar maple will produce one 
quart to one-fifth of a gallon of 
syrup per tap after the sap is 
condensed. This year Sweet- 
water Tree Farm’s production 
was only one-tenth of a gallon of 
syrup per tap. “In 14 years of 
making syrup, it’s the 
syrup ever,” said Don 

Although the Eskridges have 
been able to fill all of their 
orders for syrup this spring, 
this is the first time in the eight 
years that Don and Janie have 
been operating the evaporating 
plant at the Route 50 location, 
that there has been no syrup left 
in storage 

The sap is collected at Sweet- 
water Tree Farm by three dif- 
ferent methods: traditional 
metal buckets and spouts, 
plastic tubing, and plastic sap 
bags. All three methods require 
the trees to be tapped in late 
winter, but ‘‘if you tap too early 
the tap holes dry out,’’ reminds 
Don. This means that a lot of 
tapping must be done in a very 
short time 

Don normally makes close to 
3,000 taps each spring 
only sugar maples, not the 
red maples. He would like to 
expand, but has not been able to 
find seasonal help in the spring 
when it is needed to tap more 
trees.

State’s Economy 
Created 36.000 
Jobs In 1985 


Reflecting the rapid growth in 
the national economy in 1985, 
capital investment by new and 
expanding businesses in Mary- 
land last year topped the $1 
billion mark for the third con- 
secutive year. 

Additionaly, employment in 
the state increased by 28,000 
and the unemployment rate 
dipped to 4.6 percent, third 
lowest in the nation. 

A Department of Economic 
and Community Development 
survey of economic activity in 
Maryland's 24 jurisdicitons 
showed that 510 firms during 
1985 announced plans for new or 
expanded facilities. The capital 
investment for these facilities is 
estimated at $1.5 billion, and is 
expected to create 36,133 jobs 
when completed. 

Maryland's work force grew 
to 2.2 million, up 1.3 percent, 
during the year while the unem- 
ployment rate was considerably 
below that of Pennsylvania (8 
percent), Virginia (5.6 percent) 
and Delaware (5.3 percent). 

‘‘Maryland’s economy re- 
mains healthy and dynamic, 
and the near-record capital in- 
vestment in Maryland last year 
clearly demonstrates a strong 
confidence by the business com-

Private investment in the 
Baltimore metropolitan area 
totalled $953 million from 272 
firms which are expected to 
create 18,722 jobs. In the five 
counties comprising the 
Washington, D.C. suburban 
area, 170 companies will invest 
$337 million for new and ex- 
panding facilities, accounting 
for 12,175 jobs. Capital invest- 
ment in the four western 
counties totalled $141 million 
from 35 companies and rep- 
resents 2,157 jobs. On the East- 
ern Shore, 33 firms announced 
capital investments totalling 
$69 million which is expected to 
create 3,079 jobs. 

The 1985 unemployment rate 
of 5.6 percent in the Baltimore 
metropolitan area, sharply out- 
performed other metropolitan 
areas such as New York (8.1 
percent), Philadelphia (6 per- 
cent) and Pittsburgh (9.1 per- 
cent). 

The estimates of capital for- 
mation and jobs creation are 
based on a voluntary survey of 
about 40 organizations involved 
in economic development in 
Maryland. Additional data are 
obtained from the Sales 
Prospector Research Service, 
as well as other public sources 
The survey covers private, non- 
residential investment by 
Maryland's non-agricultural 
businesses 

The combined capital invest- 
ment in the state during the 
past four years of business ex- 
pansion totals approximately 
$5.2 billion. During this period 
2,425 companies are expected to 
create 126,426 new jobs

Most Common 


Error On Returns 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein says the 
most common single error on 
state income tax returns filed 
through March involved incor- 
rectly using the tax tables or the 
tax rate schedule for computing 
the amount of tax due. With 0% 
of state tax returns yet to be 
filed, all 15 state income tax 
offices will be offering extra 
hours of assistance until the fil- 
ing deadline. 

“Our state experts will offer 
free help to taxpayers on Satur- 
day mornings and over the 
phone on Monday evenings be- 
tween now and the April 15th fil- 
ing deadline, when we will also 
be on duty until late in the 
evening,” Goldstein said 

The extra hours of assistance 
are as follows: Saturday, April 
5, 9 a.m. to 1 p.m.; Monday, 
April 7, 4:30 p.m. to7 p.m. (tele- 
phone assistance only); Satur- 
day, April 12, 9 a.m. to 1 p.m.; 
Monday, April 14, 4:30 p.m. to7 
p.m. (telephone assistance 
only); deadline, Tuesday, April 
15, 8:30 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

The comptroller noted that, of 
the 900,000 returns already 
filed, 33,809 contained errors in 
figuring the tax due, an error 
rate less than last year. Some of 
those errors resulted from 
incorrect math calculations on 
the tax rate schedule. ‘‘That’s 
why we include a step by step 
worksheet on pages 21 and 22 
for calculating the tax, if you 
are unable to use the tax 
table,’ Goldstein said. ‘'To 
avoid this error, be sure to 
double check your calculations 
carefully.” 

“If you qualify to use the 
Maryland tax tables, you'll be 
able to quickly find your tax, 
not matter which state form you 
use, If you're using the long 
form 502, the amount you re- 
port on line 5 is the income 
level you use to find your tax in 
the tax tables. If you're filing 
the short form 503, you look up 
your tax in the tables using the 
income amount reported on line 
1,"’ Goldstein said 

The comptroller reminded 
taxpayers to use the proper tax 
table for their filing status and 
to look for their tax carefully 
among the rows of figures in the 
tax tables. “It helps to use a 
ruler to line up the correct 
figure in the column under the 
number of exemptions that 
apply to you,” he said 

Goldstein emphasized that 
taxpayers should not subtract 
their exemptions before looking 
up their state tax. ‘We've al 
ready factored in your exemp- 
tions they're listed right across 
the top of the tables, so no extra 
calculations are needed,”’ he

For “Whole Herd Buyout” Program 


Out of the 23 farmers in Gar- 
rett County who submitted bids 
in the ‘whole herd buyout’ 
gram, six have been accepted, 
according to G.P. Halterman, 
county ASCS manager 

The six bids accepted rep 
resent an average bid of $16.80 
per hundredweight (cwt), and 
26,380.32 cwt of milk. These bids

Beef Management Tips 

Replacement Heifers—Most replacement heifers scheduled 
to calve in the spring of 1987 will be bred in May and June 
Remember, replacement heifers should be vaccinated prior to 
the breeding season for IBR, PI3, BVD, 5 strains of Lepto and 
Vibrosis. There are now several combination products on the 
market that contain all of these and maybe one or two others, that 
are very convenient to give. 

Worming is also recommended for these replacement heifers 

Heifers should be in a good state of nutrition, and big enough 
and old enough to be cycling such that a high percentage will 
become pregnant in a short 45-60 days season. It may take some 
concentrate feeds to get some heifers in condition to be cycling so 
that they will breed early 

Breeding Cows—For the mature cow herd, plan a short 
breeding season of 60-90 days. Cows must be in a good state of 
nutrition and should actually be gaining weight. Remember, cows 
need their annual booster vaccination of IBR, P13, BVD, 5 strains 
If your cow herd has never been 


of Lepto and Vibrosis 
immunized against Blackleg and other clostridial diseases, you 
should plan on vaccinating the entire herd. 

Old Bulls—Get your veterinarian to do a breeding soundness 
exam. You could save yourself a calf crop or part of one by 
getting this job done. Actually, a sub-fertile bull can be more 
costly than a sterile bull, but you certainly cannot afford either 
one. I saw a lot of excellent bulls go through the Wardenville sale 
that I would like to have seen in Garrett County 

Grass Tetany—Remember, the grass tetany season is with us 
now and on up through the spring. Cows with small calves 
certainly getting their daily supplement with 
magnesium. Older cows are more susceptible between calving 
and the time calves are 60 days old. Use high magnesium blocks 
or mineral mix that can be bought commercially, or use a 
homemade one that includes salt, magnesium oxide, decalcium 
phosphate, and something palatible like ground corn or soybean 
meal in equal parts by weight basis. 

Calves—Should be eartagged for identification. Calves should 
be dehorned if needed. Bull calves need to be castrated. The best 
method is still using a knife. If you are performance testing, an 
accurate birth weight should be made within 24 hours of life 

Pastures and Hay Fields—Beef pastures and hay fields 
should be soil tested if not done recently. Fertilize and lime 
accordingly to save money. Soil testing kits are available from 
the Extension Office. Plan to cut hay early if possible in Garrett 
County to obtain the quality which will far outstrip the additional 
tonnage you get by letting hays get more mature

Q: Ata meeting last fall, you enthusiastically stated that you 
were looking into a new or improved Oakland GCC facility. Again, 
you were opposed and criticized for making that statement 
Would you comment on the Oakland campus and would you out- 
line the plans for such a facility? 

A: GCC operates a branch campus at the Center Street School 
in Oakland. In my opinion, it is an unsafe facility 

Let me read to you from the COMAR regulations regarding 
college facilities, ‘The effective operation of an institution 
depends largely on the physical atmosphere of the surroundings, 
the cleanliness, state of repair and attractive appearance of 
buildings and grounds must provide for an adequate and effective 
educational environment. Every institution (including GCC) shall 
provide facilities which are safe, accessible, functional, flexible 
and appropriately maintained. Facilities shall meet applicable 
federal, state and local fire and health safety standards.” 

Last fall, I made a thorough pass through the Center Street 
School, knowing full well that the fire marshal had required 
certain conditions to be met. These were primarily electrical. The 
college received a bid of $30,000 just to meet those electrical re- 
quirements safety features. They do not speak of (as in 
COMAR) functional, That building has a 200-amp entrance. Most 
homes have a greater amperage box than that. We try to teach 
computers, cooking, typing and run a full time office. We also 
house the Senior Citizen Center. They reimburse us $157.50 a 
month. We pay a rental of approximately $70,000 a year to the 
county commissioners for that facility 

When I reviewed that facility I found it to be inadequate for 
educational programs. So I requested from the board of trustees 
to look at various options - basically three. 1) What would it cost in 
terms of rehabilitation in order to bring it up to standards where 
we could provide c contemporary educational programs? 2) How 
else we provide the same kinds of programs? By using what 
is called the ont system?"’ That is, renting church base- 
ments or using the public schools in their down times. 3) This 
option would be a new facility. This was the charge I asked the 
board of trustees to give me and they did 

The new facility appeared to grab the headlines and appeared 
to bring a negative kind of reaction. I have made no recommen- 
dations to the board because at this point in time I have been 
blocked. F I] read quite surprisingly that I was out t 
try to borrow money on behalf of the college. That’s illegal! The 
college does not have borrowing power. I know that! But in look- 
ing at a new facility, one must look at the options that are avail- 
able to the institution. The easiest option and the least amount of 
headaches would be to go the State Board for Comn 
Colleges and ask them to put this on the governor's budget for 
capital improve The state would then pass a bond issue, e 
and ultimately build a new facility. Well, this system for the next 
few years is closed. The SBCC has already published lists for the 
next five years as to where construction will occur on community 
college camy 

Another option is to look for private grants through foun- 
dations. Yet another option is to go with the GCC foundatior 
that they could build the building and go into a lease relationship 
with the college, just as we are in a lease relationship with the 
county These are just options I was studying 
Naturally, as you go around trying to seek information in a re

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Bill Introduced 
kor De-Control 
On Natural Gas 


Secretary of Energy John S 
Herrington has transmitted to 
congress on behalf of the Presi 
jent a bill that would open 
access to interstate natural gas 
pipelines and lift all remaining 
controls on natural gas prices, 
resulting in major benefits for 
consumers. 

U.S. Department of Energy 
analysts estimate that the 
average residential customer 
will save $25 to $45 on his or her 
gas bill in the first year after 
full decontrol. 

“The Administration con- 
siders this legislation a top pri- 
ority, and we hope the Congress 
will take early action,"’ 
Herrington said. ‘Passage of 
this bill in 1986 will be an 
important step forward for 
energy security and for 
American consumers who are 
still paying too much for 
natural gas.” 

Noting that a preliminary 
analysis shows a net economic 
benefit of between $16 billion 
and $24 billion over the next 
decade, Herrington added that 
passage of the Natural Gas 
Policy Act Amendments of 1986 
will mean “lower prices for

Letter For Peace 


The following is a letter written by 16-year-old Susan 
Caruthers who won the recent Oakland Rotary sponsored “‘letters 
for Peace” contest. 

Dear Mr. Gorbachev 


1 wish to express my ideas for peace with you, Mr.” 


Gorbachev, in the hope that you will help promote world peace. I 
am sixteen years old, and I am very concerned about world 
affairs. Since the younger people of today will become leaders of 
tomorrow, I feel it is our responsibility to become involved in 
world affairs now. This will make us wiser leaders in the future 
This apparently was the view of the very young but wise 
Samantha Smith. The best memorial we could give her would be 
the gift of world peace 
The first obstacle hindering peace that should be tackled is 
the area of politics. With almost every country having its own 
political system, it would be virtually impossible for anyone to 
agree on any subject. Therefore, a single universal political 
system would be out of the question. Instead, I propose a system 
where al! the different political systems would mix and work 
together to promote world peace. The best way to achieve this 
would be through the unison of the two world super powers: the 
Soviet Union and the United States. Other nations could be 
influenced by this powerful team. If the Soviet Union and the 
United States could work together to bury their hatchet, they 
could then take the roles of peace arbitrators instead of wartime 
rivals 
In the situation where two countries go to war and ask for 
weapons and military aid, the Soviet Union and the United States 
could step in as mediators to peacefully end the battle. Whereas 
had the warring nations received military aid, the battle would 
have been intensified, more lives would have been lost, and other 
nations taking sides in the battle could instigate more wars. As a 
result, there would be a conflagration of war engulfing all nations, 
possibly leading to the destruction of the entire world. The united 
front displayed by the Soviet Union and the United States would 
not only intervene in these battles, but also set an example of a 
peaceful friendship for all the nations in the world to see. 
Another aspect needed to promote world peace is that of 
humanitarianism. Ethiopia, for example, is in desperate need of 
food, water and other life sustaining necessities. Several 
countries could unite and set up a massive irrigation project as 
the Soviet Union did with Egypt during the construction of the 
Aswan Dam in the 1960's. These countries could also set up a 
global food drive that would aid all needy countries While the 
food drive would provide temporary relief, agricultural advisors 
and other experts could be sent to all these needy countries to help 
them produce their own food and become self-sustaining. Once 
these countries become self-sustaining, they will be more 
independent, there will be less discontentment among the people, 
and there will probably be less civil wars inside these countries 
The benefits of a project such as this would extend 
internationally. A feeling of peace from working together would 
be felt by all countries. This feeling could be enhanced through 
student exchange programs, joint space missions, and battling in 
games such as the Olympics instead of battling in war 
If vou could make the first move, Mr. Gorbachev, you could 
start a chain reaction of peace. You could help bury the hatchet 
between your country and mine. Then both of us could work 
together in the plan I have just told you about. It at least deserves 
an attempt, doesn’t it? Now that Samantha Smith is no longer 
with us, we should try our hardest so that her efforts were not in

Friendsville Council 
Issues Warning On 
Co. Dog Ordinances 


The mayor and town council 
of Friendsville are advising dog 
owners that their pets must be 
contained according to the Gar- 
rett County Dog Ordinance, 
Section D. 

The ordinance reads, ‘‘It shall 
be unlawful for the owner of any 
dog to allow such animal to be 
at large in Garrett County, 
meaning to be off the premises 
or property of the owner, unless 
under restraint, except dogs ac- 
companied by the owner or 
trainer and being used or train- 
ed for hunting being followed by 
person on foot, horseback or in 
vehicles.”’ 

The council said if Section D 
is violated, Section J would 
apply, which reads as follows 

Any person violating any pro 

ions of this ordinance sha! 
be deemed guilty of a mis 
demeanor and upon conviction 
thereof before the District 
Court of Garrett County or in 
the Circuit Court of Garrett 
County shall be fined a sum of 
not less than $50 nor more than 
$200.”’
